Little fear 
of burglarious 
attacks 
need be felt by 
the officials of three 
banking 
institutions 
of 
G ettysburg 
when the burg lar alarm system s which 
are now being installed are fully com­ 
pleted. 
The three banks here in which 
alarm system s are being installed are 
the F irst 
National, Citizens’ 
T ru st 
Company and the G ettysburg N ation­ 
al. The systems are all but completed 
a t the F irst 
National Bank and 
the 
Citizens’ T ru st Com pany. 


The 
whole system 
is exceedingly 
complex and hundreds of feet of wire 
are used throughout 
the vaults 
and 
banking houses. 
The wires are 
a r ­ 
ranged on a closed circuit so th a t if 
one is cut 
or tam pered with a t 
any 
place, a contract 
is formed, and 
the 
alarm is immediately sounded. 
T he sidc-walls, celling and floor on 
the inside of the vault in each of the 
banks is covered 
with a network 
of 
fine wires set two inches apart 
over 
the entire surface. 
Each wire is 
a 
complete circuit so that in case an a t­ 
tem pt is m ade 
to cut into 
the vault 
from the outside, the circuit is broken 
and the big alarm bell, placed at a con­ 
spicuous 
place 
on the front of 
the 
bank outside, is sounded. 
Within th e door of each vault are a 
number of 
points covered with 
wax 
and should an acetlyene torch be used 
in an attem p t to cut through to 
the 
combination, 
the 
heat of the 
torch 
melts the wax, brings two wires to­ 
gether and sounds the alarm . 
Windows and doors are likewise pro­ 
tected, making it alm ost impossible to 
gain admission to the bank a fte r the 
close of 
th e day ’s business 
without 
sounding 
the alarm . 
A t convenient 
places near 
the windows of the 
em ­ 
ployees of the banks and in the direc­ 
to rs’ rooms, foot buttons are located, 
which may easily be pressed, thereby 
setting the large gong ringing. These 
buttons are 
especially desirable 
in 
event of a daylight holdup, the slight­ 
est pressure of the foot sounding the 
alarm . 
The 
large 
gong is 
located in 
a 
specially constructed copper box on 
the outside of the bank. Burglars, who 
attem pt to tam per with the bell o r try 
to remove the box from its position, 
will find th a t the alarm is set off. 
All 
wires when cut, either inside or outside 
the bank, 
flash current 
to the alarm 
which is set ringing. 
A seven-day clock 
installed inside 
the vault 
is the heart 
of the entire 
burglar alarm system . 
All wires are 
connected with this clock in which are 
located 
the batteries 
which furnish 
power for the system . 
Here are also 
located indicators which, in th e event 
of an a tte m p t to burglarize, show a t a 
glance where the attem pt was made. 
The clock and its mechanism also re-

The majority of teachers in Adams 
county, both male and female, are 
graduates of normal schools. 
Forty 
four are graduates of normalschools; 
whereas 15 
are 
college graduates. 
One male teacher in the county has 
completed a year or more of gradu-, 
ate work. Eighteen teachers through­ 
out the county have graduated only 
from high schools. 
Two completed 
the elementary courses. 
Of the 224 teachers listed in the 
report, 155 
have taught 
for more 
than three years. 
This is more than 
the total number of those who have 
been teaching one and two years and 
is 
highly 
commendable. 
Sixty-five 
teachers have been in their 
present 
positions in the county more 
than 
three years. 
Ninety-two have been 
teaching 
one year; 
fifty-one 
have 
taught 
two years 
and twenty-six 
have rounded out three years 
in 
their present positions. 
There is one teacher of agricultural 
subjects in this county; two instruc­ 
tors of home economics and one mu­ 
sic supervisor. 
Salaries of the teaching staff

from $500 a year for teachesr in ele- 
from $500 a year for teachers in ele- 
high school teachers and supervisors 
of special subjects.

Pennsylvania 44 Yields Five Bushels 
More to The Acre. 


The single head of wheat—about 50 
grains in all—selected in 1909 at the 
Pennsylvania State College aa the best 
developed 
in many selections 
made 
over a period of years is resulting this 
year in a crop of about a quarter of a 
million bushels of wheat. About 10,000 
acres in Pennsylvania have been sown 
for this harvest with the new variety- 
of wheat which is called “Pennsylvania 
44”; and it is expected that between 
25 and 35 bushels will be produced on 
each acre. 
The seed, widely tested in 
the past three years, has yielded, on 
the average, five bushels per acre more 
than other varieties.

Tire M o st U n u su a l R oad In The W o rld 


W 
EDNESDAY, June “8, will go 
down In the annals of good 
road building as the day on which 
Governor Sproul of Pennsylvania 
opened the “most unusual load in 
the world.” 
Constructed upon the 
abandoned right of way of a rail­ 
road, Lls curves are the gentlest, 
and for many miles its grades are 
too slight to be detected by any­ 
thing but a spirit level. 
The most unusual road In the 
world connects Binghamton, N. I’., 
and Scranton, Pa., and forms a part 
of the highway from Buffalo and 
points west to New York, Phila­ 
delphia and New Jersey cities.

The offer of the Lackawanna Rail- 
road to give the roadbed to the 


State Highway Commission did not 
provide an unobstructed right-of- 
way, for parts of the old line w'ere 
held under titles which provided for 
reversion to the original owners In 
case the roadbed was abandoned. 
The fifty-eight names of those per­ 
sons who gave their holdings under 
reversionary titles to the Highway 
Commission form the honor roll of 
the Lackaw’anna Trail. The Lacka­ 
wanna Good Roads Association, now 
the Motor Club 
of Lackawanna 
County, was a powerful factor in 
clearing the right-of-way.

particularly a three mile stretch bo* 
tween Alford and New Milford.

The scenic qualities of the route 
and Its strategic location more than 
justify the cost, however. The great 
arches of the Lackawanna viaducts, 
sweeping Into view at several points 
on the trail, enhance and eliven tha 
natural beauty of the country trav­ 
ersed. The long, clean ribbon of tha 
road, bridging valley and skirting 
mountain, 
suggests 
the

construction 
which the Romans flung to tha far 
corners of the Empire. 
There Is, of course, no question of 
the need of such a highway. It pro­ 
vides all northeastern Pennsylvania 
with an outlet for vehicular traffic. 
Absence of such a road held the re­ 
gion under a heavy handicap for 
years and 
kept thousands upon 
thousands of tourist cars away. 
Completion of the highway gives 
the the motor owner of northeast­ 
ern Pennsylvania a hard surface 
route from Scranton west to Join 
the great highway system of New 
York State or east to the Improved 
roadways of New Jersey. The mo­ 
torists of that section now have a 
beaten path to the outside world 
and the tourists of the outside 
world Into or through one of the 
oldest settled sections of the coun­ 
try. The volume of traffic which baa 
already rolled over the completed 
portions during the fair days of 
spring and early summer evidences 
the response.
